NEW YORK, April 19 —¡^—Ch ris­ 
tian missionaries h ave been urged 
to live more like th e peoples among 
wh om th ey work, th us winning 
more friends for Ch ristendom and 
h elping to combat Communism. 
Th e proposal was made Friday 
by representatives of 30 Protest­ 
ant foreign m i s s i o n s division 
boards of th e National Council of 
. Ch urch es of Ch rist in th e USA. 
Also, major ch urch policy ch ang­ 
es in India were recommended to 
bolster th e Ch ristian position. 
Dr. Raymond A. Dudley, ch air­ 
man of th e India committee said 
ch anges “h ave been made urgent 
j by th e unexpected gains registered 
by th e Communist Party in th e last 
election.” 
Missionaries were 
u r g e d to 
“ avoid 
some 
of 
th e 
mistakes” 
made in Ch ina during th e ascend­ 
ancy of Communist domination. 
Among th e proposals: 
• • • 
1. “SIMPLER modes of living” 
by missionaries to counteract Asi­ 
atic resentment of h igh er living 
standards. 
2. Transferring of ch urch proper­ 
ty to Indian Ch ristians as speedily 
as possible. Many Protestant de­ 
nominations already h ave been car­ 
rying th is out th rough local trust 
associations in India. 
3. More varied literature to all 
Indian peoples to sh ow basic dif­ 
ferences 
between 
Ch ristian 
and 
Communist doctrine. 
4. Educate public opinion in Am­ 
erica toward a better understand­ 
ing of Indian problems. 
5. 7’h e sending of “ able, influen­ 
tial and h igh -minded ’ Americans 
on goodwill missions to th at coun­ 
try. 
6 Increased emph asis on “ rural 
work” in India, and wider applica­ 
tion of th is country’s Point Four 
Program of aid to needy peoples. 
Th e recommendations are being 
forwarded to foreign 
m i s s i o ns 
boards for study and action.

Dr. Raymond A. Dudley, chair­ 
man of the India committee said 
changes “have been made urgent 
by the unexpected gains registered 
by the Communist Party in the last 
election.”

made in China during the ascend­ 
ancy of Communist domination.

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MISSOURI RIVER FLOOD 
NO ATTEMPT has b een m ade to esti­ 
m ate the total damage caused b y the flood­ 
ing of cities, towns and farm s along 1,500 
miles of the b anks of the Missouri River. 
Hardest hit to date has b een Pierre, capi­ 
tal of South Dakota. 
Not since 1880 has the b ig Muddy b een 
on a comparab le spring ram page. Starting 
in Montana, where several small towns 
were hard hit, the crest of the flood waters 
h a s 
steadily 
progressed 
downstream, 
through North and South Dakota, Neb ras­ 
ka, Iowa and on to Missouri. Whether Kan­ 
sas City will again feel the b runt of the wa­ 
tery onslaught is not y et clear. 
The Dakotas are now engaged in the 
Herculean task of cleaning up deb ris and 
repairing dam age caused b y the flood­ 
w a t e r . The scene in many towns is one of 
indescrib ab le desolation. 
Man is never more helpless than when a 
great stream overruns its b anks and in­ 
undates cities and country side. Little can 
b e done to ameliorate its effects until wa­ 
ter has receded b elow the flood stage, and 
then the task is heartrending. 


WHY D ISPERSE THEM 
FR IEN DS OE President Trum an pur­ 
pose to raise $1 million to b uild a lib rary 
at Grandview, Mo., to house his pub lic and 
private papers after he leaves office. If 
this plan succeeds, it will repeat the un­ 
fortunate error of President Roosevelt, 
who placed his papers in a lib rary at Hy de 
P ark, N. Y. 


At issue here is not a President’s right 
to dispose of his papers as he pleases. What 
is involved is simply the inconvenience 
created b y not placing them in a central 
repository in Washington. Presidential pa­ 
pers are of prim ary interest to .scholars 
and historians. Shipping them b ack to a 
b irthplace, even though they are under 
pub lic control, pl a c e s a n undue b urden on 
researchers. A single historical project 
m a y req uire ex amination of the records of 
m any administrations. 


All such papers should b e in the Lib rary 
of Congress or in the vaults of the archivist 
of the United States. The archivist adm in­ 
isters the Franklin D. Roosevelt Lib rary , a 
task that would certainly b e easier ti it 
were in Washington. 


The American Constitutional sy stem of 
checks and b alances will b e strained for IO 
months while we have a lame duck Presi­ 
dent. This is not the first time this has hap­ 
pened. Herb ert Hoover faced all the diffi­ 
culties that b eset a lame duck President. 
The Congress regarded him as a non-poli­ 
tical personality whose importance dimin­ 
ished every day b etween election day and 
March 4. when the new President used to 
b e inaugurated. 
It was b ecause the interregnum b etween 
the first Tuesday after the first Monday in 
Novemb er and March 4 was too long that 
Congress changed the inauguration of the 
new President to January 20. It would b e 
more efficient to make it even sooner af­ 
ter election day . 
In spite of the legal possib ility of Mr. 
Truman succeeding himself, he announced 
on March 29 that he would not b e a can­ 
didate. That declaration reduced his sta­ 
ture as a political leader; it did not. in any 
respect, lessen his authority as president. 
Tt is interesting to speculate on the na­ 
ture of restraints placed upon the Presi­ 
dent. 
He 
could, 
within 
Constitutional 
b ounds, practically develop into a dictator. 
The courts have difficulties in restraining 
him when he commits an unconstitutional 
act, as he did in the m atter of the steel in­ 
dustry on the fallacious theory of “ inher­ 
ent powers.” 


Congress could pass a joint resolution of 
opposition to his conduct. The President 
could, without 
em b arrassm ent, 
ignore 
such a resolution. Congress could pass an 
act defining the President’s powers in a 
particulai matter. He could veto the act. 
Congress might then pass it over his veto 
b y a two-thirds vote of those present. It 
would then b e law, b ut Congress has no 
means to force the President to ob ey the 
law. 


Congress could impeach the President. 
This is a complicated process, only tried 
once in our history as regards the Presi­ 
dent and not successfully . Unless President 
Trum an committed a great outrage, b e­ 
came phy sically or mentally incapacitat­ 
ed. it is not likely that Congress would feel 
justified in resorting to » o ex treme a 
measure. 


Actually , Mr. 
T rum an ’s 
power* 
in­ 
creased once he decided not to run for 
President, since he need no longer worry 
ab out his 
popularity . 
He 
can 
pursue 
courses that are ex tremely unpopular and 
the people would have to wait until J a n u­ 
ary 20, 1953 b efore they could b e rid of 
him. He might, on the other hand, use his 
remaining months in the White House to 
make himself a b eloved person, for in­ 
stance. b y instituting economies that would 
aid every tax pay er. 


The restraints upon the President are 
then first, his conscience, secondly , his re­ 
gard for pub lic opinion. A President may 
respect the Constitution as a sacred docu­ 
ment, preserving its authority over his 
conduct; another President, like 
Harry 
Truman, may stretch the Constitution so 
thin that it loses its character.

BORIC acid has the reputation 
of b eing harmless b ecause mild 
solutions are safe to use as an ey e 
wash. But b oric acid and sodium 
b orate can cause severe poison­ 
ing lf enough is taken Into the 
b ody . 
There are several way s for these 
drugs to b e ab sorb ed, though not 
taken b y mouth. Many times poi­ 
sonings are due to anx ious par­ 
ents who dress a child's wounds 
or rashes with powdered b oric 
acid. They use too much of the 
powder, and erough Is ab aorb ed 
to cause poisoning. 


No W arning Signs 


The danger Ii tha t harmless 
amounts, lf applied repeatedly , 
can b uild up in the b ody without 
any serious warning signs, until 
there is a fatal or nearly fatal 
am ount In the b ody . 
The sy mptoms of b oric acid poi­ 
soning usually Include a feeling 
of nausea with vomiting and, pos­ 
sib ly , 
ab dominal 
erafnps 
and 
diarrhea. Stomach disorders can 
occur even though the drug was 
not taken b y mouth, b ut wa* ab ­ 
aorb ed some other way . 
Vomiting may b e severe enough 
to throw up b lood, and b lood may 
also b e seen In the b owel move­ 
m ent. A red rash usually appears 
over most of the b ody , with wide- 
•pread shedding of skin after sev ­ 
eral day s.

help In saving some of these cases. 
Antib iotics have b een used to pre­ 
vent Infections from developing. 
The poisoning Is usually so 
severe, however, tha t the patient 
cannot b e saved. This is why It Is 
so Im portant to prevent a Wagedy 
of this kind. 
Don’t allow children near b oric 
acid or sodium b orate, and b e 
careful of the am ount y ou use in 
treating a child’s infection.

BORIC acid has the reputation 
of being harmless because mild 
solutions are safe to use as an eye 
wash. But boric acid and sodium 
borate can cause severe poison­ 
ing if enough la taken Into the 
body. 
There arc several ways for these 
drugs to be absorbed, though not 
tak n by mouth. Many times poi­ 
sonings are due to anxious par­ 
ents who dress a child’s wounds 
or rashes with powdered boric 
add. They use too much of the 
powder, and erough is absorbed 
to cause poisoning. 


No Warning Signs 


The danger is that harmless 
amounts, if applied repeatedly, 
can build up in the body without 
any serious warning signs, until 
there is a fatal or nearly fatal 
amount in the body. 
The symptoms of boric acid poi­ 
soning usually include a feeling 
of nausea with vomiting and, pos­ 
sibly, 
abdominal 
erafhps 
and 
diarrhea. Stomach disorders can 
occur even though the drug was 
not taken by mouth, but was ab­ 
sorbed some other way. 
Vomiting may be severe enough 
to throw up blood, and blood may 
also be seen in the bowe! move­ 
ment. A red rash usually appears 
over most of the body, with wide­ 
spread shedding of skin after sev­ 
eral days. 


I 
Severe poisoning may bring ob 
a shock condition, with fall of 
the blood pressure, bluish discol­ 
oration of the skin and rapid 
heart beal. Usually, the tempera­ 
ture Is below normal. As the con­ 
dition grows worst, the person 
falls into a stupor, or even a 
coma, and still later may have 
convulsions. 


Methods of Treatment 


When this type of poisoning Is 
discovered in a child, the best 
treatment calls for blood trans­ 
fusions, and fluids and plasma 
; injected through a vein. Oxygen 
, should also be given. Adreno- 
: cortical extract Is sometimes of 
help in saving some of these cases. 
Antibiotics have been used to pre­ 
vent infections from developing. 
The poisoning is usually so 
severe, however, that the patient 
cannot be aaved. This is why it is 
so important to prevent a tragedy 
of this kind. 
Don’t allow children near boric 
acid or sodium borate, and be 
careful of the amount you use in 
treating a child's infection.

be 
done regularly during the fly sea­ 
son. 
Tests at land grant colleges have 
shown that better-than-good sanita­ 
tion on the farm results in excel­ 
lent fly control. This is < von true 
with insecticide-resistant flies.

HERE ARE 
chemicals to use 
and when to use them, suggested 
by Harold Gunderson, Iowa State 
college entomologist. 
On dairy cows, spray one h a I f 
percent 
methorychlor 
(wettable 
powder) as soon as horn flies ap­ 
pear. Repeat every two weeks until 
stable flies or horseflies appear, 
then spray daily with 
activated 
pyrethrins emulsion or oil solution 
using one to six ounces spray pei 
cow after morning milking. 
In dairy barn and other f a r m 
buildings, spray 2 5 to five percent 
methoxyclor wettable powder or 
emulsion spray inside barn on walls 
and ceilings. Repeat if necessary’ 
in cool weather. 
D u r i n g 
hot 
months, spray 0.25 to 0.5 percent 
lindane on walls and ceilings. 
Apply on outside walls to kill 
retting stable flies, or soak heavy 
cord or narrow strips of screen 
wire in mcthoxychlor or lindane 
concentrate and tark to 
ceilings. 
On beef cattle, 
spray 
percent DDT or one half 
methoxychlor for horn flies early in 
the season. Repeat in two to four 
weeks I* necessary. Set up s e l f 
spraying chute at w ater tanks, so 
cattle on pasture can treat them ­ 
selves with repellent sprays.
